Washington, June 18.—The Repub­ 
lican members of the senate commit­ 
tee on Cuban relations

for the reduction hereinafter provid­ 
ed in the rate of customs duties upon 
articles, the growth,

manufacture of Cuba,

the United States, and he shall so de­ 
clare by proclamation thereupon and 
thereafter so long as such preferential 
duties shall be continued by the gov­ 
ernment of Cuba, not longer, however, 
than five years, the duties levied, col­ 
lected and paid upon such articles so 
exported from Cuba

States shall be 80 percentum of the
